military funerals, vt'hicb seem to have a 
perverse fondness for taking tbe Lord's day 
for their display, regardless of Its sacrcd- 
ness iu divine and buman law, and of tbe 
feelings aud ngbts of those gathered iu tbe 
churches tint may be unfortunately on the 
line of march. 
Under the direction of Rev. 


W. W. Atterbury, Secretary of the .Sab- 
bath Committee, a bill has passed the Leg- 
islature and has become a law, which will 
remedy this evil, and secure for quiet Sab 
lath-toying citizsns tbo rights which the 
noisy and obstreperous rabble will be bound 
to respect. 


The bill not ouly provides needed reju - 


lations for remedying the great annoyance 
and obstruction of business ,ou the public 
thoroughfares by processions and parades, 
but forbids all processions ard parades on 
Sunday, excepting only funeral processions 
engaged In the actual burial of tbe dead, aud 
processions to and from any place of worship 
in connection witb a religioun service cele- 
brated there. It also forbids uiusic.flre- 
works, discharge ofcanuou or firearms, or 
other disturbing noise iu [he processions, 
excepting that music is allowed in military 
funerals provided it is not played within a 
block ot any place of worship during the 
hours of religious services. 
Any infringe- 


ment of this law is classed as a misde- 
meanor, is punishable by fine or iinpri'on- 
ment. 


Tlio f'hiiadcliiliia Convention. 


Reports from all parts of Ibe country In- 


dicate a great gathering at the Philadelphia 
convention. The delegates will be substan- 
tially united, in their personal preferences 
and will have no cause to compound tlieir 
principles. They will have powerful consti- 
tuencies behind them, ready to indorse their 
action if it is right, and strong enough to 
carry it to a successful issue. Of all the na- 
tional conventions held or to bo held this 
year, this is the only one which has a well- 
defined purpose, and will stand in no need 
of combinations with soldiers of fortune out- 
side of it. The convention will be a repre- 
sentative one, and naiional in every sense, 
speaking for the republicans of every Stats 
in the Union and re-affirming, if it does its 
duty, the principles and the policy ofthe 
great party to which, more than to any po- 
litical agency, we owe tbe lacb that tbe na- 
tion exists at all. It will have no conces- 
sions to ask for and no apologies to oiler; 
but, guided by the wisdom aud courage of a 
good cause, will make its nominations aud 
its platform with reference to an aggressive 
canvass. The talk of a political revolution 
while ihe democratic party is in a minority 
of less than two hundred thousand in a total 
vote of nearly six millions, is utter nonsense, 
or itis'a trick to restore that party to power. 


TUo spanisu Mluistry. 


Still more trouble iu Spain. 
The an- 


nouncement is hardly received that Ihe 
Carlist forces had been broken up aud Don 
Carlos driven beyond the limits of the king- 
dom wben tbe cable flashes us the intelli- 
gence that a new and serious trouble has 
broken out in the very household of Amad- 
cii9, and that Sagosta, the Minister of the 
Interior and the power beside, if not behind 
tbe throne, has banded iu his resignation.

been acquired by fraud, we fear the "troub- 
lous times" of Spain and Amadcus have 
but just commenced.

The scenes around us are inspiring, hut

The huau of our 
national affairs, the commander in chief of 
all of our armies, he had watched and wail- 
ed for four long years and upwards, as none

had Fcen tlmdnaih blow inflicted upon the 
rebellion and the surrender of Us most pow- 
erful army. Be had led the people through 
Ihe wilderness of war to tho river of peace. 
His work was done when his frantic Ibe by 
Ihe hand of a maddened votary crushed 
down lliogrito that opened into Paradise and 
ushered the great President beii1 ing "malice 
.0 none and charity to all,"into the presence 
ofUod. 


President Lincoln had lie lived could have 


•ulded nothing lo his fame for he had reach- 
ed the culminating point ol his glory, ho had 
so conducted himself thai all good men who 
mew him respected him and most men 
ovcd 
him. lie was ready to bo gathered 


vhen the assassin gilded his lite with the 
glory of a martyr's crown. 


A mourning people bore his remains in a 


oug funeral possession half way across the 
;oni incut and made them a grave on the 
irairies ol his beloved Illinois, where in aficr 
imes ihe great and the <>ood of every lam! 
will make- pilgrimage to "do homiigo to his 


flow of benevolence through ihe Christian 
Commission andSdUlUiyCouiuiigi!'jij,9urpass 
fug cverythlngwhich had occurred in ancicu 
or modern limes, uugnt the rich how to 
give for suflcriug humanity from their 
atiunuance, aud tbe poor, that they could 
spare something from their penury, for char 
Hy. 


Then It purified onr atmosphere of 
re- 


publican liberty, so that a slave could not 
inhale It and be u slave. It guvu vitality to 
the treat cardinal- truth of the declaration 
of Independence, that all men are cieaud 
equal, and it enlarged upon this Immortal 
cliiirtcr by averting equal civil rights 
all men, and making all' men equal before 
thu law. Today, in this very ground we 
stand 
aniong tbe 
graves of 
common 


soldiers behind, almost beside, tbe Major 
General whoso desperate valor in one of tho 
sharpest conflicts of the war had catned 
him thu post of honor where he sealed his 
devotion to his country as a soldier loves to 
die, wiib words ot inspiration to "his old 
guard" upon bis lips." 


There ii a phase of this strile which I 


have never heard discussed but which is 
worthy of our notice. 


Texas was annexed against the protests 


of tbo North. The Mexican war was enter- 
ed upon under the same protests. 
The 


treaty'of Guadalope Hidelgo giving to our 
union a larger territory designed to be peo- 
pled iu the interest of slavery was entered 
into under a similar protest. 
The almost 


miraculous discovery of gold iu California, 
thu sudden peopling ol that territory by 
the enterprise of northern men, and Ihe ad- 
mission of California as a free Slate, thus 
turning the balance among tbo states on the 
side 01 freedom. 
The terrible Kansas-Se- 


braska Strife, where it may be that in some 
instances bad men from bad motives engaged 
on the side of freedom,Iho distraction in the 
counsels of men who were upholders of 
Slavery, tbe election of President Lincoln, 
the war of the slave power against the gov- 
ernment aud ihe extinction of the institu- 
tion ol Slavery afford evidence' thai tb,ere Is 
an influence winch directs tho affairs of men 
which is superior to huma.n agency, and con. 
linns the tr|(tl| of tbo declaration that "He 
makes ihe wrath of men la praise Him."
